Memorial Scholarship 


The scholarship committee of the 
Foundation for Amateur Radio has 
unanimously selected Benjamin E. 
Jack, N3VYA, of Huntingdon 
Valley, PA, as the recipient 

of Phil-Mont's 2005 Claude H. 
Haring, Jr., W3IIM, Memorial 
Scholarship and $2,000 grant. Benji 
is 20 years old, and beginning his 
third year at Columbia University. 


N3VYA is well known to many 
Phil-Monters, who remember him 


checking in regularly on .03 as 
long as ten years ago, while he was 
still in elementary school in 
Rydal. Not only did he hold

Benji is entering his Junior year at 
the School of Engineering and

Although Benji 
devotes much of his time to 
academics, he is also very involved 
in the Columbia theatre community. 


Last semester, he oversaw the sound 
design for Columbia's biggest 
theatrical event, the annual student- 
created "Varsity Show."

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Amateur Radio Aware- 
ness Day to Feature 
Emergency Power Op- 
erating Event 


ARRL HQ, NEWINGTON, CT, 
August 20, 2005--What makes Ama- 
teur Radio unique is the ability to 
communicate with one another any- 
where in the world--and even in or- 
bit--without having to rely on any 
outside infrastructure whatsoever. 
Hams can even do this without even 
being plugged into the wall socket. 


Experienced radio amateurs take 
this capability for granted, but the 
general public is far less aware of it. 
So, an Emergency Power Operating 
Event (EPOE) on Amateur Radio 
Awareness Day, Saturday, Septem- 
ber 17, will highlight Amateur Ra- 
dio's ability to communicate world- 
wide without commercial mains, the 
Internet or a cellular telephone sys- 
tem. 


"What better way to mark Ama- 
teur Radio Awareness Day than by 
calling attention to this unique capa- 
bility?" says ARRL CEO David 
Sumner, K1ZZ. "It is particularly ap- 
propriate since September is the De- 


partment of Homeland Security's 
National Preparedness Month." 


Amateur Radio Awareness Day 
activities typically focus on increas- 
ing public awareness. Past events 
have included public demonstra- 
tions, talks to community groups and 
getting local media coverage. Ac- 
cording to DHS, National Prepared- 
ness Month is aimed at encouraging 
Americans to prepare for emergen- 
cies and to raise public awareness 
about the importance of being pre- 
pared. 


This Amateur Radio Awareness 
Day, September 17, the ARRL will 
sponsor a 15-hour Emergency 
Power Operating Event for stations 
operating off the grid. "It is not a 
contest," Sumner stresses. "It is 
simply a demonstration of what we 
amateurs can do without having to 
rely on the commercial mains, and 
what we will do whenever the need 
arises." 


An announcement in September 
OST (page 49) spells out the de- 
tails. The event kicks off at 1300 
UTC on Saturday, September 17, 
and wraps up at 0400 UTC on 
September 18. The ARRL is invit- 
ing home stations to operate from 
generator or battery power. 
Portable and mobile stations also 
may participate. "We hope home 
stations operating on batteries or 
generators, mobiles, and possibly 
even some portables will partici- 
pate," Sumner says, "although un- 
like Field Day, the emphasis is not 
on setting up a temporary station, 
but rather on operating your regu- 
lar station on emergency power." 


There is no set exchange; con- 
tacts may be casual, but operators 
are encouraged to share informa- 
tion on their emergency power 
sources in addition to the tradition- 
al signal report, name and location. 


ARRL Maxim Memorial Station 
WIAW will be on the air for the 
event, running on emergency pow- 
er from its 60-kW emergency 
backup diesel generator. WI1AW 
Station Manager Joe Carcia, NJ1Q, 
says the whole point is to showcase 
that Amateur Radio is prepared 
during National Preparedness 
Month--"and any time, for that 


matter," he adds. A special QSL will 
be available to stations contacting 
WIAW while running from an 
emergency power source. Include a 
self-addressed, stamped envelope 
with all QSL card requests, and indi- 
cate on your card the emergency 
power source used. (Address cards 
to W1AW, 225 Main St, Newington, 
CT 06111.) 


"I hope we can work stations op- 
erating on emergency power in all 
50 states," says Sumner. "It should 
be a lot of fun, and we may even 
learn something!" 


The League is encouraging par- 
ticipating radio amateurs or groups 
to invite local Citizen Corps leaders 
to see Amateur Radio installations 
in emergency power mode. 


"The two events offer great op- 
portunities for Amateur Radio to 
showcase its valued service to the 
nation," said ARRL Field and Edu- 
cational Services Manager Rosalie 
White, KISTO. She urges ARRL-af- 
filiated clubs and Field Organization 
volunteers to take advantage of the 
occasion to set up public demonstra- 
tions of Amateur Radio and to 
present or even demonstrate--under 
the banner of National Preparedness 
Month--the free services Amateur 
Radio provides to the community. 


ARRL Club/Mentoring Program 
Manager Norm Fusaro, W3IZ, be- 
lieves a public Emergency Power 
Operating Event offers a great op- 
portunity to recruit prospective hams 
for licensing classes clubs that may 
be forming this fall.
